Mr*  Chairman,  ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  during  the  year  1944. 

The  Report  has  been  prepared  in  an  abridged  form  according 
to  instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

The  sixth  scheme  for  the  mass  immunisation  of  schoolchildren 
was  carried  out  in  November  and  December  when  183  children  were 
protected  against  Diphtheria.  Two  schoolchildren  were  immunised 
by  their  own  Doctors. 

Mass  immunisation  will  be  continued  during  1945. 

At  the  time  of  writing  the  latest  percentage  of  schoolchildren 
protected  is  82. 6* (January.  1945).  Numbers  under  five  yoar3  of  ago 
given  by  the  County  Authority  worked  out  at  90%. 

Propaganda  has  been  maintained  on  similar  linos  to  1943. 

You  will  note  from  this  Report  that  no  child  who  had  been 
immunised  died  from  Diphtheria. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

I  have  to  record  a  slight  decrease  in  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
and  an  increase  in  cases  of  diphtheria. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

63  cases  were  notified  as  against  69  cases  in  1943. 

Diphtheria,. 

139  cases  were  notified  as  against  38  in  1943.  The  increase 
was  spread  over  Seaton  Delaval,  Soghill  and  Earsdon  Wards  but  wa3 
greatest  in  Earsdon  Ward,  where  91  cases  occurred  as  against  17  in 

1943. 

Births  :  Tho  birth  rate  Is  higher  than  In  1943. 

Deaths  s  The  death  rate  Is  lower  than  in  1943. 

Milk  -  Tuberculosis. 

Two  sample 3  of  ungraded  milk  were  found  to  contain  bacilli 
tuberculosis.  One  cow  was  slaughtered  inside  the  area  which  had 
been  traced  as  a  result  of  samples  taken. 

Milk  Supply. 

During  the  year  1944,  there  was  no  appreciable  improvement 
in  the  keeping  quality  of  milk. 

Details  of  analyses  of  samples  will  bo  found  within  the 
report. 
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I  have  no  evidence  of  malnutrition  In  this  area# 

As  the  Northumberland  County  Council  is  the  School  Medical 
Authority  and  Child  Welfare  Authority,  I  have,  perhaps,  not  tho 
fullest  opportunity  of  judging. 

I  wish  to  thank  tho  Chairman  and  Members  of  tho  Health 
Committee  for  their  sympathetic  encouragement  during  a  year  of 
difficult  conditions,  and  Mr.  D0r in.  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  all  the  Staff  for  their  constant  loyalty  and  hard  work.

SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water ; 

The  water  supply  is  obtained  in  bulk  from  the  Tynemouth 
Corporation  and  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company,  and  is 
distributed  through  •the -'Cornell^  mains. 

The  supply  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity' 

The  water  Is  controlled  by  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examination  made  by  the  Tynemouth  Corporation  and  tho  Newcastle  and 
Gateshead  Water  Company. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage : 

While  the  temporary  v'orks  at  Nelson  Village  continue  to 
function,  there  have  been  complaints  about  the  amount  of  storm 
water  which  occasionally  overflows  Into  nearby  streams.  The  works 
and  adjacent  sewers  are  Inadequate  in  size  and  a  review  of  the 
pre-war  proposals  should  be  made  as  soon  as  possible. 

T0  meet  complaints  about  the  discharge  of  excessive  quantities 
of  storm  water  from  the  Brier  Dene  Sewer  several  manholes  have  been 
heightened  so  as  to  exclude  surface  water  which  investigation 
showed  had  been  entering  the  sewer  as  a  result  of  subsidence.

I  submit  my  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1944* 

Refuse  Collection. 

The  collection  of  refuse  was  efficiently  carried  out  during 
the  year.  No  severe  climatic  conditions  caused  any  delay  in  the 
regular  day  to  day  work.  Four  motor  vehicles  and  3  horses  and 
carts  were  engaged  on  this  service,  and  one  spare  motor  vehicle 
is  held  in  reserve  to  augment  collections  during  winter  months 
and  repairs  to  other  vehicles. 

The  outside  staff  consists  of  two  foremen,  four  drivers, 
sixteen  bin  lifters,  one  tipman,  1  salvage  sorter  and  three 
cartmen  -  a  total  of  27  men* 

Owing  to  war  conditions  the  typo  of  men  available  for  this 
work  leaves  much  to  bo  desired.  It  is  too  strenuous  for  men  of 
advanced  age,  especially  in  a  mining  district  w here  refuse  is 
heavy  all  the  year  round.  This  is  evident  by  the  amount  of 
sickness  and  lost  time  as  set  forth  hereunder

'Two  Privy  Conversions  were  affected  at  Dukes  Cottages,  Backworth. 


Collection  and  Disposal  of  Salvaged  Materials. 

Bi-weekly  collections  of  salvage  are  made  from  all  premises 
where  refuse  is  collected,  and  all  possible  salvage  is  recovered 
from  controlled  tips*  Salvage  is  sorted,  baled  and  disposed  of 
to  the  respective  markets  from  our  two  salvage  depots  situate  at 
Seaton  Delaval  and  Shlremoor. 


The  general  public  are  becoming  lax  about  salvage  and  there 
has  been  a  considerable  falling  off  in  the  main  materials  such  as 
paper,  bones,  and  rags.  Many  householders  are  putting  essential 
salvage  into  the  ash-bin  instead  of  keeping  these  articles  separate 
for  our  collectors*  I  cannot  say  that  our  employees  are  free  from 
blame  in  this  respect  and  they  are  continually  being  instructed 
feo  recover  all  available  materials#

I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  services  of  the 
Billeting  Officers  who  canvassed  the  whole  area  for  billets  ana 
who  were  called  upon  from  time  to  time  to  assist  in  this  work.

The  Council  by  order  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  had  to  undertake 
the  disinfestation  of  all  sewers  in  the  Area,  and  this  work  was 
carried  out  during  the  year  with  satisfactory  results. 


The  Northumberland  County  Council  delegated  their  powers  under 
the  Rats  &  Mice  Destruction  Aot  and  this  work  is  now  carried  out  by 
the  Health  Department.  This  duty  entails  a  large  amount  of  inspection 
work  service  of  Notices  upon  owners  and  occupiers.  In  many  cases 
the  destruction  of  the  rodents  is  carried  out  at  the  request  of  the 
owner  and  the  cost  recovered.
